Professor 
fears for 
kin in Syria 

O Local Islamic scholar worries in the wake of deadly protests in 
the country © Embassy calls for Canadian citizens to leave Syria 


The same day Canada’s Foreign 
Affairs Department warned Cana¬ 
dians to leave Syria, a local profes¬ 
sor with family in the unstable Mid¬ 
dle East country said he fears things 
are only going to get worse. 

“Of course I am concerned, not 
only for them but for the Syrian 
people as a whole,” said Ibrahim 
Abu-Rabi, who is Palestinian but 
has three uncles and an aunt in Syr¬ 
ia. 

The warning comes amid 
reports by a human rights group 
of at least 120 people having been 
killed in two days, as forces of 
embattled president Bashar Assad 
fired at protesters. 

The University of Alberta Islam¬ 
ic studies professor last travelled 


to Syria in the fall. He said he nev¬ 
er would have predicted the level 
of violence now unfolding there. 

He last spoke to his loved ones 
a week ago, including friends “in 
the religious hierarchy,” and he 
agrees travel there is dangerous. 

Three hundred people have died 
since anti-government protests 
began last month. 

“I would not recommend any¬ 
one go to Syria., and I wouldn’t go 
myself,” said Abu-Rabi. 

He called the political climate 
“stagnant for 50 years” and said he 
“hopes the Syrian regime will meet 
the demands of the different 
regions” for the nation’s sake.

Panning on 
a gold streak 


It’s been over a century 
since the last gold rush in 
Alberta petered out, but the 
record-high price for the 
precious metal has sparked 
a run on panning supplies 
and prospecting tools. 

“Every day since Christ¬ 
mas, we’ve sold a gold pan. 
I've never seen anything 
like it,” says Kathryn Wal¬ 
ters of Bedrock Supply in 
Edmonton. “I definitely see 
gold fever this year.” 

And it isn’t just pans 
that people are buying. 
Books on how to find gold 
are becoming almost as 
tricky to find as gold itself. 
New print runs have been 
ordered, and photocopied 
versions are filling the void 
until they’re ready. 

Neil Dougherty of 
Touchwood Enterprises in 
Edson, Alta., says sales of 
the top-of-the-line metal de¬ 
tectors he stocks have dou¬ 
bled in the last two years. 
They cost $5,595 and he 
sold 23 of them last year.

O New policies offer liability coverage for foot-in-mouth online posts 


As more and more compa¬ 
nies turn to Faceboolc, Twit¬ 
ter and other social-media 
sites to market products, 
communicate with cus¬ 
tomers and collect informa¬ 
tion, they leave themselves 
open to lawsuits over intel¬ 
lectual-property infringe¬ 
ment and defamation. 

And where there’s risk, 
there’s the insurance sec¬ 
tor.

Radiation 
checks for 
Japanese 
cars 

Japanese automakers are 
checking radiation levels 
on cars slated for export 
in a bid to ease worries 
among foreign buyers, 
the Japan Automobile Man¬ 
ufacturers Association says. 
The automakers are 
inspecting about 10 out of 
eveiy 5,000 cars for radia¬ 
tion inside and on tires. 
Nothing has been detected 
so far, the group says. 

Japan has been struggling 
to contain radiation leaks 
since the March 11 
tsunami damaged a 
nuclear power plant in the 
northeast. The radiation 
checks on auto exports will 
continue until the crisis 
subsides, the group says.

The city’s The Way We Green 
plan is available on its 
website. It outlines a vision 
for Edmonton in 2040. 

The goals the plan outlines 
are nothing if not lofty. And, 
to be fair, all of them appear to be worth 
\ achieving. How able and willing we are to 
t achieve them could prove to be another 
matter. Either way, it would be a good 
idea for you to look at this plan because it 
is likely to affect where and how you live 
in this city, as well as your tax bill. The 
younger you are, the more important this plan is to you 
and your future. 

Some of the goals outlined in the plan should come as 
no surprise. As the plan states, “Citizens, stakeholders 

and experts who helped de¬ 


velop this plan identified 
‘sprawl’ as the key 
challenge facing the city in 
the next 30 years.” 

I doubt that for anyone 
with even the most margin¬ 
al of environmental 
consciousness and a mod¬ 
icum of common sense 
would argue against that 
being the case. However, in 
essence, we are putting our 
“green” future in the hands 
of the very same people 
who helped create many of 
the city’s environmental 
concerns, which the plan is 
supposed to address. 

You have to remember 
that it was the City of 
Edmonton that approved 
South Edmonton Common 
and the traffic bottleneck 
that has taken hundreds of 
millions of dollars to 
correct. I wonder if anyone 
ever determined what kind 

of impact the concrete, asphalt and emissions from the 
equipment that built the interchange and overpass has 
had on the environment? 

The people who will be directing how this city 
becomes green are also the people who have approved 
eveiy single new development on the edges of the city, 
much of which has resulted in prime agricultural land 
being paved over. It is also those new subdivisions that 
place real stress on the city’s ability to create and main¬ 
tain the infrastructure necessaiy to support those new 
subdivisions. 

I’m all for creativity, so I think it’s kind of a neat trick 
to create a problem and then position yourself as a key 
player in the solution to that problem. 

This plan will be discussed May 11 at city hall at 1:30 
p.m. One has to wonder why such an important 
document would be discussed at a time when very few 
Edmontonians are able to attend.

Mystery person

An anonymous donor has purchased a 
$50,000 insurance policy to help an 
Oklahoma woman keep her pet kanga¬ 
roo as a therapy pet. 

The Broken Arrow city council is 
considering an exotic animal ordinance 
exemption that would allow Christie 
Carr to keep Irwin, the partially para¬ 
lyzed red kangaroo, within city limits. 

Council could vote May 3 on a 
proposal that would allow exotic 


animal owners to keep their pets if 
they obtain a newly created permit. 

The permit would require them to 
have a liability insurance policy for any 
injuries inflicted by the animal, certifi¬ 
cation showing the animal has 
adequate housing for its health, and 
meet all U.S. federal and state 
guidelines for licensing, among other 
provisions. 

Carr said she couldn’t have afforded 
to purchase such a policy and even 
contemplated moving out of Broken 
Arrow to continue caring for the 
animal. Coun. Richard Carter said the 
ordinance exemption is designed to al¬ 
low Christie to keep Irwin within city 
limits while safeguarding residents 
from potential harm the animal might

Bang Bang

role as South African war photographer in The Bang 
Bang Club, he needed counseling to get back out

Talcing on the role of pho- 
tojoumalist Kevin Carter 
in The Bang Bang Club was 
hardly a vacation for Tay¬ 
lor Kitsch. 

“I didn’t sleep. It was a 
zoo to shoot,” he says of 
the film, which tells the 
true stoiy of a group of 
photographers covering 
the violent last days of 
apartheid in South Africa. 
“It wasn’t a fun shoot for 
me at all. I had a lot of kid¬ 
ney problems playing Kev, 
through the diet and los¬ 
ing 30-something pounds.” 

Known to audiences for 
his work on Friday Night 
Lights, and starring along¬ 
side Hugh Jackman in 
Wolverine, Kitsch threw 
himself into playing 
Carter, starting before 
heading to Johannesburg 
for filming. 

“I had two months to 
prep on my own in Austin, 
so that entailed shadowing 
a photographer, getting a 
Leica, which is about a 60- 
year-old film camera that 
Kev used, developing my¬ 
self with that, shooting 
about five to 10 rolls a day 
and then losing the 30- 
something pounds just 
running every day in 
Austin,” he explains. 


“There’s so much pres¬ 
sure I personally put on 
myself to do this guy jus¬ 
tice, so I prepped and 
prepped so much. It 
brings your game up 
more. I would’ve done 
anything to get where I 
needed to be, to feel I 
could let the scene go. I 
was a wreck. It’s an incred¬ 
ible amount of energy.” 

But any amount of effort 
was more than worth it, 
Kitsch insists, given how 
badly he wanted to do the 
film. “Even reading the 
script and fighting for the 
role, it was a matter of, 
like, I know I can play this 
guy truthfully,” he says. 
“There’s something that I 
know I could hit with him.” 

But while he worked re¬ 
lentlessly on getting into 
character. Kitsch wasn’t 
necessarily prepared for 
how difficult it would be to 
get out of character, given 
the intense scenes Carter 
lived through. (Carter won 
a Pulitzer Prize for a photo 
of a young Sudanese girl 
resting being stalked by a 
vulture.) 

“Some counseling was 
needed, and just separat¬ 
ing yourself and being in¬ 
credibly conscious of it 
and being OK that it’s tak¬ 
ing time to let go was a big 
thing for me. 


“Playing other charac¬ 
ters, I can let go and I can 
laugh a lot. It’s not as 
heavy, obviously. But you 
take it home with you.” 

Luckily he won’t be tak¬ 
ing as much home with 
him again soon, as his 
next projects are more on 
the fim side. Of course, 
even his upcoming Battle¬ 
ship — based on the board 
game — isn’t without its 
gravitas. 

“Just because it’s this 
big film doesn’t mean we 
can’t have a very, veiy in¬ 
tense moment here or 
there, or have loss,” he 
says. 

Speaking of aliens, 
Kitsch will be keeping 
with the action genre as 
the title character in John 
Carter of Mars. 

“I was looking at a 100- 
foot green screen and 
there was an X on it at the 
75-foot mark, and that was 
supposed to be a ship that 
I’m blowing up,” he says. 
“In situations like that, es¬ 
capism is a lot harder as an 
actor, and tests you in dif¬ 
ferent ways. 

“With Bang Bang, I had 
a f—ing child and a vul¬ 
ture. If you can’t put your¬ 
self in a present moment 
there, then you’ve got to 
go back to New York and 
study a bit more.”

I never back

I used the pancake 
mix and yogurt help to 
create a light fluffy waffle 
that stays soft and can be 
used to wrap the chicken, 
or simply serve it on top. 

Preparation: 

1 Place pancake mix in 
bowl; set aside. In 
another bowl, whisk 
eggs, yogurt, milk and 
butter.

2 Heat waffle iron. For 
each waffle brush lightly 
with oil; pour in scant % 
cup (125 mL) of the bat¬ 
ter.

“The restaurant busi¬ 
ness is an incredibly waste¬ 
ful business,” says Peter 


Egelston, owner of 
Portsmouth Brewery 
restaurant in Portsmouth, 
N.H. 

And so two years ago 
Egelston’s brewery began 
composting with the help 
of EcoMovement, a compa¬ 
ny that hauls food waste 
from about 40 restaurants 
in the region and takes it 
to be composted. 

But few restaurants 
have the space or time to 
compost their own waste. 
And so they typically pay 
to have it disposed of in 
landfills along with the 
rest of their trash. 

But as communities 
have struggled to reduce 
their waste, pressure has 
mounted on the restaurant 
industry to do its part.

With each Earth Day that 
passes, our world becomes 
more ecologically aware. 
New, emerging technolo¬ 
gies are greener, and vast 
profits are out there for in¬ 
novators with the right 
product, in the right place, 
at the right time. 

Canadian companies 
are beginning to do very 
well in the clean-tech field 
— but not without some 
considerable risk. 

“You have to approach 
the market in a veiy strate¬ 
gic manner,” says Gael 
Mourant, president and 
CEO of ARXX, a leading 
supplier of Insulating Con¬ 
crete Forms (ICFs) for ener¬ 
gy-efficient construction. 
“The construction industry 
is veiy averse to change. 
You have to make people 
comfortable with the idea 
they can do things differ¬ 
ently, but at the same 
time, actually get a better 
product at a more cost-ef¬ 
fective price.” 

ARXX is based in 
Cobourg, Ont. Mourant 
says proximity to the Unit¬ 
ed States is a significant 
advantage for Canadian 
clean-tech firms. 

“Americans are veiy re¬ 
ceptive to working with 
Canadian companies, be¬ 
cause they see Canadians 
as being honest and forth¬ 
right, and as innovators,” 
she notes. 

“Primarily, Canadians 
are very adaptable. I think 


we’re very open to new 
ideas. The idea of green 
buildings and energy sav¬ 
ings is very rooted in Cana¬ 
da.” 

Scott MacDonald is a 
partner at Emerald Tech¬ 
nology Ventures, an invest¬ 
ment firm specializing in 
clean-tech start-ups. 


He sees deteriorating 
global infrastructure as a 
huge opportunity for 
Canadian firms. 

“There are 70 to 100- 
year-old assets — around 
the world — where they 
don’t have technology and 
innovation right now,” he 
says. 


Clean tech 


Be sure to check it out 

► Fund The Alberta Clean 
Technology Fund 
announced a year ago its 
clean technology innova¬ 
tion fund had reached a 
thriving $i87-million. The 
fund supports projects that 
boost renewable forms of 
energy, offering essential 
capitalinvestment in the 
development of greener, 
cleaner energy sources. 


“We’re trying to make 
the grid smarter. We’re 
trying to identify where 
leaks in water systems are. 
That’s not an emerging 
market. That’s a market 
that exists, that isn’t 
presently efficient. We’re 
taking real business prob¬ 
lems that exist today, and 
finding clever solutions 
that are better for the envi¬ 
ronment.” 

But even though the 
market for cleaner prod¬ 
ucts and practices can only 
grow, MacDonald warns 
the business risks are veiy 
real. 

“Nothing in life is low- 
risk,” he says. “We miti¬ 
gate risk in certain ways, 
but clean-tech is high-risk. 
It’s for big boys and girls. 
But the prize is so big in 
these markets, that Cana¬ 
da should absolutely — as 
a resource-based economy 
— be players in this 
space.”
